It should herewith be recorded that the common 
usage of the bathtub is another symbol of the glorious 
spread of democratic ideals and democratic institu­ 
tions. 
The bathtub is not of modern origin. 
lU history dates back to the days of the ancients. 
In that dim past, the bathtub was a privilege of 
the extremely wealthy and the political powerful. 
Rome, in the days of her greatest glory, had her bath­ 
tubs in private homes—wonderful creations of sculp­ 
tural skill and genius, filled with the crystal waters 
which were carried to the city from the hills by gi­ 
gantic acqueducts. and made TTirlng and inviting by 
the most delicate perfumes and scents. 
But the 
bathtub of the ancient was not for the populace. It 
was reserved for the use of those high in the councils 
of the nation, or those whose chests were heaped high 
with gold. 
And in the backward sections of rural Europe, and 
in those Asiatic nations, where the passage of two 
thousand years has never scratched the set pattern of 
habit and thought, the private homes are still without 
their bathtubs. 
In these tropical or semi-tropical 
countries, where bathing Is simplified by the physical 
fact that water never freezes, the absence of the bath­ 
tub in the home is truly eloquent of their lack of 
political and economic progress. 
Place the bathtub alongside the American eagle. 
This bird of freedom, symbolical of a new era in 
the engrossing story of man. is likewise expres.sive of 
a nation in which the vast majority of homes are 
equipped with bathtubs, which occupy the thouglits 
of every member of the household at least once a 
week, on Saturday night. Is there any other Ameri­ 
can Institution around which all members of the 
family weekly rally? 


EURO PE MOVES TO APARTM ENTS. 
The great war has produced effects in Europe 
scarcely to have been anticipated, some of which 
have heretofore received little attention. 
For one 
thing it sent large numbers of people to living in 
apartm ent hotels who prior to the conflict maintained 
large establishments of their own. A prominent New 
York hotel m ^ who has just visited many European 
cities says thal^the United States still leads the world 
in the matter of apartm ent hotels, but that Europe 
is running us a close second. 
As a reason for the change in the old world cities 
it is stated that prior to the war no such thing was 
known in European countries as a “servant problem.” 
In virtually all countries over there a distinct servant 
class existed and there was no trouble whatever in 
obtaining domestic servants of every kind. 
No such condition exists at the present time, how­ 
ever, the war having changed it all. 
Thousands of 
trained servants were killed off and thousands of 
others shifted to other occupations. 
As a result the 
hostess of today experiences great difficulty in ob­ 
taining a sufficient number of servants to run her 
establishment. This is said to be the case in London, 
Parts, Berlin. Bru.ssels and even Moscow. 
Gn account of this condition families are in increas­ 
ing numbers moving into the apartm ent hotels. Con­ 
servative Brussels, with traditions of centuries, boasts 
the largest hotel of this character in all Europe. 
London and Paris are building apartm ent hotels along 
practically the same lines as those pursued tn the 
eastern cities of the United States and building plenty 
of them. They are equipped with every modern con­ 
venience and appliance and furnlsli excellent service. 
It is stated that a hotel which in*>New York would 
cokt from twelve to fifteen million dollars was built 
in Brussels for tliree millions. The rates are of course 
much lower than in the large cities of this country, 
but incomes in Europe are less than half what they 
are in the United States. 
Men and women alike work in Russia and. as the 
latter, on this account, have little time for housework, 
they live tn apartment hotels, dozens of small ones 
being under construction most of the time.

Some of the older and commonly accepted ideas 
and practices in business are beginning to give way 
as experience demonstrates that they do not fit tn 
with modern conditions. 
Here is a prominent con­ 
tractor, for Instance, telling his Nebraska and Iowa 
associates tn that line, at an Gmaha luncheon, that 
law'.s permitting liens to be filed on buildings to Insure 
payment therefor are all wrong, and that constructors 
should depend on other means to collect the money 
due them. 
The lien laws, he declared, work both ways and do 
not etpectally benefit contractors, since their funds 
•are also subject to attachment by building material 
firms. 
It is poor business, at best, to be compelled to resort 
to the lien process in enforcing payment of obliga­ 
tions. 
There are lawyer fees and other expenses 
which have to be met. as in any kind of litigation; 
and time and energy are diverted from one’s regular 
employment, which is a dead loss. 
If contractors 
had to depend habitually on thl* method of securing
